Fundraising history was made in San 
José on Wednesday night when over 2000 
people attended a $1000 per plate recep- 
tion for Presidential candidate John Kerry 
in the Museum of Technological Innova- 
tion. The event became the single largest 
political fundraiser in the history of the 
South Bay, which brought over 


$2,000,000 to the Democratic Party and 
to Kerry’s campaign. 

The event’s celebrity host Rob 
Reiner, ditector and television actor, com- 
mented during a preamble that included a 
brief performance by singer Carole King, 
“When Bush ran for election he never 
thought about foreign policy, about how 
important that was. Remember the time 


Bill Clinton inicia rito de firma 
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when he didn't know who was the presi- 
dent of Pakistan? He didn’t worry about 
that. We need a president who pays atten- 
tion to the world.” 

That comment was loudly cheered by 
the Silicon Valley crowd which repre- 
sented the ‘economic success stories’ of 
an area where 60% of the population are 
immigrants or first generation; a census 
fact about the technological innovation 
capital of the nation, one that is probably 
unheard of on the East Coast. 

When San José Mayor Ron Gonzales 
was asked why he supported Kerry, he 
said, “I think he is a very strong, moder- 
ate Democrat that the rest of America is 
taking a very close look at. John Kerry 
cares deeply for immigrants from all coun- 
tries and I know that as President he’ll 
work very, very hard to make sure that 
our immigration system works for all and 
is fair for everybody.” Gonzales added, 
“California is the world’s sixth largest 
economy and we must have a real plan to 
strengthen our economy so that all our 
residents and all income levels - not just 
those who have inherited wealth - will 
have a real opportunity to share in the 
American Dream.” 

When Sen. John Kerry took the po- 
dium he spoke very little about the Iraq 
War: “We need to maintain a strong mili- 
tary, but no young American in uniform 
should ever be held hostage to America’s 
dependence on oil.” 

Most of his comments were on health 
care and education reform. He began by 
telling about a tech-writer who had lost 
his job a couple of years ago and let his 
health insurance expire because he could 
no longer afford it. Then his wife got 
breast cancer. 

“That is the story of millions of 
Americans, but you know what? That is 
not the story of senators and congressman. 
They give themselves the best health care 
in the world and then they give you the 
bill.”

Licenses for undocumented workers: 
Schwarzenegger to the rescue?

When Gil Cedillo voted to repeal 
SB 60, the law which had granted un- 
documented workers the opportunity 
to apply for California driver’s li- 
censes at the beginning of 2004, he 
did so because Arnold Schwarze- 
negger promised to help with a new 
bill that would eliminate security con- 
cerns and do it the “right way.” More 
than six months have gone by and 
Cedillo must be wondering if Schwar- 
zenegger is ever going to keep his 
word. 

Cedillo recently unveiled his lat- 
est version of the bill which removes 
excuses for Schwarzenegger. Unfor- 
tunately, the governor's response has 
not been enthusiastic. 

The new bill addresses security 
concerns by requiring multiple forms 
of identification. They include a birth 
certificate, a passport or official ID 
issued by the applicants” native coun- 
tries, and proof of California resi- 
dency. Applicants would also have to 
provide a photo, be fingerprinted, and 
pay $146.00 to cover the cost of crimi- 
nal background checks by state and 


federal officials. The background 
checks would be similar to those of 
professionals such as lawyers, pilots, 
and teachers. In addition, applicants 
would have to find a sponsor who is a 
U.S. citizen holding a California 
driver’s license. 

To become law, the new bill 
would have to be approved by the 
California legislature by August 31 
and signed by the governor by Sep- 
tember 30. 

Backers of the bill say that it will 
make California roads safer for all. 
Taking the license tests will ensure 
people know the rules of the road and 
at the same time they’ll qualify for 
insurance. 

Supporters of the bill include As- 
sembly Speaker Fabian Nunez, D-Los 
Angeles, and Assemblyman Marco 
Firebaugh, D-Los Angeles, who heads 
the Legislature 24-member Latino 
Caucus. Los Angeles Police Chief 
William Bratton also favors the bill. 

Of course, California Republican 
legislators oppose it, as they did SB 
60. Senate Republican leader Richard 
Ackerman said he is very close to say- 
ing “no way, no how.” For the GOP, 
giving driver’s licenses to undocu- 
mented workers would reward crimi- 
nal behavior. In addition, they think 
terrorists could use a driver’s license 
to blend into the state. 

Chief Bratton stated that the ter- 
rorist threat is nonexistent. Citizens of 
countries such as Cuba, Libya, and 
North Korea that sponsor terrorism, 
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according to the U.S. State Depart- 
ment, do not qualify for licenses in 
Cedillo’s bill. 

Although California Democratic 
legislators voted for Cedillo’s previ- 
ous bill, which was signed into law 
by then governor Gray Davis, they 
may not be willing to put up much of 
a fight for the new one. They know 
that a significant majority of Califor- 
nians do not support the idea of 
driver’s licenses for undocumented 
workers. : 

Like most Americans, Califor- 
nians are stuck on undocumented 
workers having committed an illegal 
act and therefore deserve nothing. It's 
a one-strike-law philosophy which 
fails to see undocumented workers as 
human beings who made one mistake 
out of desperation. The fact that the 
undocumented workers’ crime would 
not have been possible without com- 
panies hiring them, resulting in sig- 
nificant economic benefits to the state 
and the nation, does not seem to en- 
ter many people's minds. 

So it looks like the two million 
undocumented workers in California 
will continue to drive without li- 
censes, making us all less safe and 
forcing us to pay higher insurance 
rates to cover the cost of uninsured 
drivers. 

Unless of course, Schwarze- 
negger decides to make good on his 
promise and sell the idea to Califor- 
nians.

La Corte Federal en San Fran- 
cisco ha dictaminado a favor de 
una guatemalteca en un caso que 
afectará a miles de inmigrantes en 
los Estados Unidos. 

Reina Izabel García-Martínez 
fue asaltada varias veces por un 
grupo de soldados en Guatemala.

La mujer, respaldada por 
abogados universitarios que lle- 
varon el caso ante la Corte Fede- 
ral de Apelaciones del Circuito 
Nueve en San Francisco dicta- 
minó la semana pasada a favor de 
Reina Izabel permitiéndole de esa 
manera que su caso sea revisado 
nuevamente.

García-Martínez, quien ahora 
vive en San Leandro, California 
rehusó hacer comentarios sobre el 
caso. Durante su testimonio Gar- 
cía-Martínez le dijo al juez que en 
los 1980’s guerrilleros izquierdis- 
tas habían llegado a su pueblo de 
San Andrés Villa Seca para reclu- 
tar a jóvenes para la guerra contra 
el gobierno.

Petición de asilo político 

En el año 2001 la corte de ape- 
laciones del Departamento de 
Inmigración dictaminó que el tes- 
timonio era creíble pero que el tes- 
timonio no comprobó que ella fue 
atacada “por sus creencias políti- 
Cas, Su raza, su religión, su afilia- 
ción política o grupo social”, con- 
diciones que tienen que estar pre- 
sentes para calificar para asilo 
político. 

García-Martínez apeló el caso 
ante la Corte Federal del Circuito 
Nueve en San Francisco la cual 
dictaminó a favor de la mujer al 
decir que obviamente había evi- 
dencia que la joven a los 19 años 
fue asaltada por pertenecer al 
pueblo contra el cual el gobierno 
había lanzado una campaña de 
represión. 

Durante el caso se presentó 
evidencia que la milicia guatemal- 
teca utilizó sistemáticamente el 
asalto sexual contra mujeres du- 
rante la Guerra Civil que oficial- 
mente terminó en 1996 y resultó 
en más de 200,000 muertes. 

Angelina Snodgrass-Godoy 
una profesora de la Universidad de 
Washington y experta en Guate- 
mala agregó que el asalto sufrido 
por esta mujer no fue un acto inde- 
pendiente de parte de unos sol- 
dados malos, sino que fue parte de 
la política oficial del gobierno con- 
tra los insurgentes. 

La violencia fue utilizada por 
el gobierno contra individuos, 
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familias y contra pueblos enteros. 

Los abogados además agre- 
gah que este fue un importante ca- 
so porque ahora pone peso equi- 
tativo entre los asaltos contra los 
hombres y mujeres. 

En el pasado si un hombre 
decía “me golpearon un grupo de 
soldados” se tomaba por echo que 
la acción fue política, en cambio 
si una mujer decía “me asaltaron” 
entonces no se le ponía el mismo 
peso, todo esto ha cambiado. 

La decisión es parte de una 
creciente tendencia que acepta el 
asalto sexual como un crimen de 
violencia y de tortura y no sólo un 
acto sexual. 

El asalto sexual se está acep- 
tando como un crimen contra la 
humanidad, en el pasado no se ha- 
bía aceptado como base para asilo 
político sino que sólo se veía como 
un caso de un hombre que satis-

(SIP) condenó el asesinato del

Ortiz Franco fue acribillado 
el martes pasado por un grupo 
de desconocidos que le disparó 
desde una camioneta en movi- 
miento con ametralladoras AK- 
47, según un comunicado de la 
SIP.

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Migrant detentions along U.S.-Mexico border skyrocket 


Washington (EFE) — The number of illegal 
immigrants detained at the U.S.-Mexico border has 
skyrocketed in the past eight months, according to 
figures released by the U.S. Bureau of Customs and 
Border Protection. 

Officials said the number of illegal immigrants 
arrested crossing the border reached 844.052 in the 
period from Oct. 1, 2003, to June 20, 2004, a 30.3 
percent jump relative to the same period a year ear- 
lier. 

Border Patrol agents in Laredo, Texas, blamed 
the surge on a plan announced in January by Presi- 
dent George W. Bush to relax immigration rules for 
temporary migrant workers. 

U.S. Homeland Security Department officials, 
however, attributed the rise to stepped-up measures

San Francisco, CA — “Buddy, the Buddy Holly Story” es un 
musical que logra hacer que la audiencia se involucre en la música 
de Holly, uno de los compositores más populares en los años 
cincuenta y considerado por muchos como el precursor del Rock'n 
Roll. La obra, que se está presentando en el Post Street Theatre de 
esta Ciudad demuestra musicalmente: con ritmos y canciones, etapas 
de la vida del texano nacido en Lubbock. 

En 1956, tocando en vivo en la estación local de Radio KDAV, 
Buddy Holly y “The Crickets” (los grillos) su conjunto, que consistía 
en un chelista y un baterillero tocando los tambores y platillos, 
alteraron el estilo de “Country Music” interpretándola con ritmos 
de rock y blues. 

Por no tener nombre, llamaron a su estilo “Western bop”. Fuerte 
en volumen y con un ritmo que semejaba los latidos de un corazón 
acelerado, el “bop” fue aceptado de inmediato por la juventud.

as passing women for key promo- 
tions on a frequent basis. 

The U.S. District Judge Mar- 
tin Jenkins took nine months be- 
fore deciding if the class action 
lawsuit should be expanded to in- 
clude all women who work or 
have worked at Wal-Mart’s 3,500 
stores nationwide since 1998. 

Three years prior, when the 
lawsuit was first filed, Wal-Mart 
tried to limit the parameters of the 
ruling. In September, Wal-Mart 
company attorneys claimed Wal- 
Mart stores operate with so much 
autonomy that mini-class action 
lawsuits targeting each outlet 
would be more appropriate. 

Jenkins” ruling was based on 


the 1964 congressional act passed 
during the civil rights movement 
that prohibits sex discrimination. 
The Judge also believed the plain- 
tiffs presented sufficient anec- 
dotal evidence warranting a class- 
action trial. 

The ruling could allow for 
the lawyers representing the 
women included in the class ac- 
tion lawsuit to pursue punitive 
damages, back pay, and other 
compensation. 

So far, the Wal-Mart case has 
already generated 1.25 million 
pages of evidence and 200 sworn 
depositions. Wal-Mart plans on 
appealing the ruling, and no trial 
date has been set.s=

formance of VTA.” 

The VTA Riders Union 
again agrees with the Grand Jury. 
“We absolutely agree on the Civil 
Grand Jury’s recommendation to 
disband the VTA Board of Direc- 
tors. We have been fighting to 
have a VTA Board directly 
elected by voters for the last few 
years. Currently, you cannot run 
for a seaton the VTA Board, nor 
can you elect or recall members 
of the VTA Board. We would like 
to see a management model simi- 
lar to what AC Transit and BART 
have, where voters can elect who 
spends their transportation sales 
tax dollars.” 

What will the VTA board do 
now? VTA boardmember Don 
Gage told KLIV Radio that per- 
haps the BART to San Jose ex- 
tension might need to be delayed, 
and that perhaps consideration 
should be given to expanding the 
BART line to Milpitas and then 
have it be connected to San Jose 
by light-rail. 

Has the VTA board been 
forthright with the public? The 
Grand Jury reported that the 
BART link “costs at least twice 
as much as light-rail to construct

and operate.” 

And then there’s the item 
that can be found on page seven 
of the Grand Jury report: 

“In contrast, an uncharacter- 
istically good example of man- 
agement oversight by one Board 
member occurred in late 2003 
with a member's forceful and 
repeated request for an analysis 
of when BART could be built to 
San Jose, given reasonable finan- 
cial projections. The answer, 
which VTA had been resisting 
saying publicly, clearly, and un- 
ambiguously since before Mea- 
sure A was passed by the voters, 
was that VTA does not have the 
funds to complete BART any- 
time in the next 20 years. Shortly 
after delivering that stark mes- 
sage, which was not welcomed 
by some Board members, the 
VTA chief financial officer re- 
signed for a lower-paying out-of- 
state position. However, the 
Board has continued to spend 
money on BART as if that analy- 
sis had not been done and has 
revised the revenue projections 
to again propose a BART 
completion by 2014." se

they want to, but we are going to 
make it clear that every family’s 
health plan in America is as im- 
portant as any politician’s.”
